ble for the revival of the vogue of 
this really ancient form of art._______ 
The ^history of thew* performam es 
In relation to the modern stage is In 
teresting. 
The first perfonmam es of 
this kind in Europe were seen in Par 
is when Dominique Seraphin 
intro­ 
duced them. 
They were called then 
“Chinese shadows,’* although 
it has 
since been learned that these pictures, 
made from silhouettes 
against 
the 
light, originated in India and 
then 
spread to Turkey and Egypt, where 
they are still popular. 
The silhouettes are features of ev­ 
ery marriage cerem ony in Egypt to 
this day. 
As far hack as 1557 they 
played such an important i»art in the 
life of the people that there is in ex 
laten ce a prohibition of all revolution­ 
ary subjects. 
Louis XV, took a spe­ 
cial Interest in the new art that B**ra- 
phin brought to Prance and had a 
shadow theater set up at Versailles.

Acapulco harbor is one of the finest 
in the world. 
It lies 231 m iles south­ 
west of Mexico City, of which it was 
form erly the seaport. 
It had been for 
centuries the c h i e f center of commerce 
with the Philippine Islands, as well as * 
with ( ’hlna and India. 
By pack trail 
the m erchandise w ent overland from 
Acapulco to Mexico City and points 
beyond. 
Then 
cam© 
the 
railroad 
through from the capital to San Blas 
and with it departed the com m ercial 
importance of Acapulco.* New
